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McCloy Disappointed 
FRANKFURT, Saturday ‘AP’ 
US. High Commissioner John 
McCloy has told German avu- 
thorities that he is disappoint- 
ed in the way they investigat- 
ed charges of bribery in de- 
nazification courts.

They 
are accused of accepting bri- 
bes. to obtain acquitals or 
light sentence for Germans ax 
cused of being Nazis. Several 
of the defendants in the cases 
invoived were big industrial- 
ists. 

The investigations were 
marked by charges that high 
state officials were trying to 
suppress news about the bribes 
and were using the power of 
their positions to block in- 
vestigations of their own acts.
